1 This catalog contains the description 
of property of multiple consignors (the "Con- 
signors”), and may include consignments from 
Ira & Larry Goldberg Coins & Collectibles, Inc., 
its principals, and affiliated or related compa- 
nies and their employees, officers, or princi- 
pals. All persons seeking to bid, whether in 
person, through an agent or employee, or by 
telephone, facsimile or mail, must have a cata- 
logue and register to bid at the auction, either 
by completing a registration card or by com- 
pleting the bid sheet incorporated into the cat- 
alogue. The Purchaser acknowledges that an 
invoice describing a lot by number incorporates 
the catalogue by reference. 


2 By submitting a bid, whether in per- 
son, by mail, by phone, by facsimile or through 
an employee or agent, the Bidder acknowl- 
edges (i) receipt of the catalogue, (ii) that the 
Bidder has read the Terms and Conditions of 
Sale and the descriptions for the lots on which 
they have bid, and (iii) that they agree to ad- 
here to these Terms and Conditions of Sale.

Founded by colonists from Rhodes and Crete in 688 BC, Gela was located on the south-eastern coastal plain of Sicily along the banks of the 
river Gela, from which it reaped a fertile soil and bountiful harvests. By the early fifth century, the wealth generated from its hinterland 
allowed the city' s early tyrants to expand militarily at the expense of its neighbors, and Gela soon dominated several cities, amongst them 
Leontinoi, Naxos, Zankle-Messana and Syracuse. The tyrant Gelon, after conquering Syracuse, moved there, leaving his brother Hieron I in 
charge of Gela. After Gelon' s death in 478 BC, Hieron took control of Syracuse and left the city of Gela to Polyzelos. Little is known of Polyze- 
los, but it was during his tyranny that the city began striking tetradrachms, replacing the earlier didrachms that had been the principal denom- 
ination in use at Gela. The charioteer on the obverse is copied from Syracuse, but shows the Charioteer of Delphi, one of the most well-known 
bronze statues from antiquity and which Polyzelos dedicated to Apollo of Delphi in order to celebrate the victory of his chariot in the Pythian 
Games of either 478 or 474.

Indeed, the dies used to strike this coin are the first of the series, so it stands to reason that the artist was perhaps con- 
tracted by Polyzalos himself, who sought out the finest masters in order to commemorate both his rule over his city and his Pythian victory 
with a new denomination.

Founded by the Syracusan oikistes Daskon and Menekolos in 598 BC, the city of Kamarina sat on the southeastern corner of Sicily, closer to 
Gela than to its parent city. Both cities vied for influence, with the result that Kamarina was sacked and resettled numerous times throughout 
its turbulent history. During the Athenian Expedition on the late fifth century BC, Kamarina remained officially neutral but grudgingly lent lim- 
ited support to defend Syracuse. It was at this time that the city' s mint began producing this remarkable series of tetradrachms, initially copy- 
ing the quadriga type of Syracuse in a somewhat stilted fashion, then following it with tetradrachms of much superior style vividly depicting a 
racing quadriga combined with a wonderful portrait of Herakles. The minting of these beautiful coins lasted only until 405 BC, as the mint 
ceased operations when the city' s inhabitants were evacuated to Syracuse due to Carthaginian activity in the area.

Amongst the most famous of all ancient Greek coins, the decadrachms of Syracuse were struck to finance the military ambitions of the tyrant, 
Dionysios I, who made Syracuse the most powerful of the western Greek city-states. The master artists Kimon and Euainetos worked at the 
mint, and both sometimes signed their dies. However, the styles are sufficiently distinct that even on unsigned dies the hand of the engraver 
can easily be determined, as is the case with this coin by the artist Euainetos which, although signed, the signature is off the flan. Euainetos' 
s coins were highly regarded in ancient times even as they are today, and served as inspiration for the coinage of a number of other cities 
throughout the Greek world.

He solved 
this problem by open rebellion and attempting to ally himself with the Seleukid dynasty, which was always hostile to the Ptolemies. In 274 BC, 
Magas and Antiochos I launched a coordinated attack on the possessions of Ptolemy II, but the war ended in failure. Antiochos was defeated 
in battle and Magas was forced to withdraw thanks to a native rebellion in Libya. Upon the death of Magas, Cyrenaica was almost immediately 
restored to the Ptolemaic kingdom.

A numismatist could spend years building just a collection centered solely on the coins of Larissa in Thessaly and probably never really com- 
plete it, such is the variety of the city' s coinage.

Situated adjacent to the mouth of the river Aisepos on the southwest shore of the Propontis, Kyzikos was purported to be the first in a long 
line of Milesian colonies. The city possessed two fine harbors, both contributing greatly to its growth and prosperity. Traders plying the routes 
between the Aegean and Black Seas often stopped at Kyzikos to load tunnies, a main export as the fish were plentiful in the waters there- 
abouts. 


The significance of the types on Kyzikos' electrum coinage of the 5th and 4th centuries BC often elude us. Unlike the types found on the coin- 
age of other cities which nearly always reference some important aspect of the issuing city and are ripe with meaning, the many diverse types 
found on Kyzikene coinage often have no apparent association to the cults, mythology or historical events of the city. The only consistent 
image is the tunny, and nearly always as an adjunct to the main type and seemingly of secondary importance. Because of this and the volume 
of trade transiting the borders, which of course affected nearly every aspect of life in the city, it has been suggested that the types perhaps 
derived from designs on Greek vases and other artworks that circulated in trade throughout the area. This is an interesting hypothesis with 
significant merit, and if correct would seem to be a phenomenon unique in Greek coinage.

At the beginning of the Hellenistic period, Pergamon was a small, lazy town with a sparse population on the periphery of the Persian Empire, 
a mere shadow of the major power it would become in subsequent centuries. Its future lay in its position above the Kaikos river valley. The 
river itself disgorged into the Aegean Sea at Elaia, but other important ports bounding the valley were Atarneios and Pitane. Furthermore, 
trade traveled along the Persian road from the coastal port towns through Pergamon before reaching the inland settlements of Gambrion, 
Germe and Nakrasa. For the same reasons that Pergamon proved of vital importance for trade, it became of utmost strategic value to the 
Macedonians after their invasion of the Persian Empire. 


F. de Callatay has recently studied this important and extremely rare coinage and notes five obverse and seven reverse dies, all of which are 
die-linked. Furthermore, he was able to establish that they are struck to the Attic standard. While the coins lack any form of legend and there- 
fore they do not explicitly state the mint, it is without doubt Pergamon as is apparent from identical silver fractions that do carry the ethnic (cf. 
SNG BN 1558ff). The chronology is uncertain, but Callatay has shown that they were struck before 323-320 B.C., and evidence from the Saida 
hoard as well as the obverse type which stylistically closely resembles the Herakles of Alexander' s tetradrachms places the date in the late 
330s. Here we follow the traditional date most often cited in numismatic publications of 334-332 B.C. 


The purpose behind the minting of these gold staters is not clear, but they were perhaps struck autonomously by Pergamon during the tumul- 
tuous period before Alexander had solidified his gains in Asia Minor, a time when even the outcome of the war was uncertain. The extreme 
paucity of surviving specimens suggests the issue was quite small, and in fact it is possible that no more than five talents (approximately 3000 
coins) were ever struck.

Although her interpretation has been contested more recently, Johnston suggested that the unusual design on the reverse represented a bird' 
s-eye view of the river valleys of the Cayster and Maeander rivers in Ionia, and that the coins were struck at Ephesos to pay for the soldiers 
under the command of the Persian general, Memnon, shortly before he was defeated by the Macedonian phalanxes under Alexander the 
Great at the Battle of Granicus in 334 BC. If this interpretation is correct, then the type is the first physical relief map known and the earliest 
instance of a Greek map.

The Lycian die engravers under both Mithrapata and his successor, Perikles, were true masters. The portrait of Mithrapata on this coin, shown 
on the reverse, depicts a man with elderly features, somewhat sunken cheeks sporting a long bear, an aquiline nose, and hair combed for- 
ward. The details are intricate and realistic. The issues of Perikles continue these artistic developments, except the portrait is moved to the 
obverse and is, quite dramatically, facing instead of executed in profile. Around 360 BC, Maussollos of Caria conquered the area, thus abruptly 
ending Lycia' s dynastic coinage.

While native sources for precious metals were scarce in Italy, 
mining of bronze stretched back into prehistoric times. Small 
bronze lumps, called aes rude, are regularly found in ceremonial 
settings thought to be votive deposits offered to various divini- 
ties, and are also found in hoards that suggest a use in 
exchange. Even before Rome developed a uniform coinage sys- 
tem in the early third century B.C. it had already codified the 
rates of exchange for oxen and sheep in bronze. As bronze was 
traded by weight during this period, bronze hoards often con- 
tain everyday objects such as axes, adzes, weights, various ani- 
mal shapes, and large cake-shaped disks, frequently broken 
into smaller chunks as is the case here. Haeberlin called these 
items aes formatum, and they served and perhaps inspired later 
aes grave issues.

Q. Caecilius Metellus Pius came from one of the most important and wealthiest families of Rome. Beginning in the 3rd century BC, his family 
held numerous consulships, tribunates, censorships and military commands. His father, Q. Caecilius Metellus Numidicus, was the chief com- 
mander in the Jugurthine War in Numidia until Marius displaced him, and was later censor until driven into exile by Marius. The obverse of this 
coin portrays the goddess Pietas and alludes to the moneyer' s cognomen, Pius. The moneyer acquired the honorable title from the people of 
Rome, whom he had beseeched in order to secure the restoration from exile of his father. The reverse probably refers to an unattested augu- 
rate of the moneyer' s father, but may also allude to Sulla' s holding of the augurate in ca. 82 BC (cf. Crawford p. 374).

Although the moneyer is unattested except for his coins, his family is well known for having built the small Aventine road, the Clivus Poblicius, 
as well as the temple of Flora, whose games they instituted in 241 BC. The types chosen by the moneyer for his coins should probably be 
viewed in light of Sulla' s victories, but possibly there is a family connection as well. The reverse type showing Hercules strangling the Nemean 
lion may allude to the moneyer' s family origins at Cora, where there was a famous temple to Hercules, and from Cora even further back to 
Argos and the valley of Nemea where Hercules killed the lion. The Phrygian helmet worn by Roma seems to be a simple artistic feature, with 
no further significance other than perhaps reflecting an awareness of Trojan origins.

The types of Juno Sospita and the female feeding the serpent refer to the moneyer' s Lanuvine origin. Cicero (de Nat. Deor. 1.29) describes 
the peculiar garb and attributes of Juno Sospita, while both Propertius (8.4.3) and Aelian (NA 11.16) discuss the role of the serpent in the ora- 
cle located in the sacred grove attached to Juno Sospita' s temple at Lanuvim. In the religious rites, a virgin fed the reptile fruits and cakes, 
which caused the oracle to speak. Failure of the oracle to pronounce was, of course, proof of a tainted chastity.

Perhaps the most ubiquitous of Caesar' s denarii, this famous issue was struck at the time of his crossing of the Rubicon and the beginning of the 
long period of civil wars which resulted in the downfall of the Roman Republic. A few theories have been presented explaining the obverse type, 
the most established being that the elephant represents good, the serpent evil, thus a message of the righteousness of Caesar' s cause. The 
reverse shows the symbols of Rome' s high priest, the Pontifex Maximus, Caesar having been elected to the office in 63 BC.

With the exception of a short period during the principate of Augustus, it is with the coins of Q. Voconius Vitulus and his colleague, Tiberius 
Sempronius Gracchus, in 40 BC that the long tradition of a college of moneyers producing currency at the Capitoline mint ended. The year 
before with the outcome of the Perusine War between Octavian and Lepidus still to be decided, the moneyers hedged their bets by using pur- 
posefully ambiguous types on their coins: M. Arrius Secundus' denarii (Crawford 513/2 and 513/3) used an ancestor' s portrait that resembled 
Octavian; C. Numonius Vaala' s aurei (Crawford 514/1) employed the head of Victory, the portrait of which is clearly Fulvia, Mark Antony' s 
wife; and L. Servius Rufus' denarii (Crawford 515/2) have an ancestor' s portrait which is most obviously Brutus. In each case the choice of 
types could be argued to favor the winning side, whichever side that may be. By 40 BC, however, the Perusine War was safely behind Octa- 
vian who was now firmly in control of the West, and perhaps angered by these shenanigans at the mint he decided to bring it firmly under his 
own authority.

It was widely rumored that Julius Caesar aspired to become king, solely wielding autocratic power and returning the Republic to its monarchi- 
cal foundations. Indeed, many of his affectations - such as his donning red slippers, generally a royal prerogative, as well as placing his statue 
along with those of Rome' s legendary kings - seemed to justify this notion. The reverse type depicting Victory violently tearing the diadem 
and trampling underfoot a scepter thus evokes the tyrannicides' most powerful statement: that only by their assassination of Caesar was 
Rome saved from devolving again into tyranny and despotism.

Sear notes that the combination of the head of Octavian as Apollo with the reverse type of the rostral column, two of which the Senate had voted 
for Octavian, suggests that it was the latter of the two represented on this coin: that is, the Actian column in honor of his victory over Mark Antony 


and Cleopatra at Actium as opposed to the column decreed in his honor for his victory of Sextus Pompey in 36 BC.

When Octavian was awarded the honorary title of Augustus in 27 BC investing him with supreme power, he was also given the right to deco- 
rate his door posts with laurel branches, a sign of martial victory, and the corona civica, an oak-wreath symbolizing the saving of a Roman life. 
In the case of Augustus, the laurel branches signified his victory over Mark Antony and Cleopatra at Actium, and the corona civica was 
awarded for saving the life of not one citizen but of many thousands when he successfully ending the civil wars. On this coin Augustus is por- 
traying wearing the oak wreath crown - which occurs only occasionally on Roman coins - which by law he was required to do at every public 
gathering.

Nero Claudius Drusus was the son of Livia and the senator Tiberius Claudius Nero. Before he was born his parents divorced so that Augustus 
could marry his mother. Unlike his older brother, the future emperor Tiberius whom Augustus disliked, the emperor doted on his younger 
stepson. 


In 13 BC Drusus was sent to govern Gaul, and while there he repelled an attack by a tribe of Germans who had invaded the province. Most of 
the following years until his death were spent on campaigns in German territory. First, he crossed the Rhine frontier and penetrated as far as 
the North Sea, subduing the Frisii. The following years saw him engaged against various confederations of the Chatti, Sicambri and Marco- 
manni. He died tragically in 9 BC from injuries he sustained when he fell from his horse while on campaign fighting the Marcomanni. 


The Arch of Drusus that appears on the reverse of this coin and which commemorated his campaigns in Germania has not survived. Its pre- 
cise location is not known, but it was on the Appian way.

Germanicus was the son of Nero Claudius Drusus and Antonia, the daughter of Mark Antony, and was born in 15 BC. A scion of the Julio-Clau- 
dian dynasty, he also became one of Rome' s most successful and beloved generals, having avenged Varus' defeat at the Battle of the Teuto- 
burg Forest, retrieving two of the three lost standards and inflicting heavy defeats against Arminius, the protagonist in Varus campaign. He 
was not as successful in the field of politics, however, having inadvertently usurped the imperial prerogative on more than one occasion. The 
most egregious instance was his ordering the recall of the governor of Syria, Gnaeus Calpurnius Piso, for having canceled some of the 
arrangements for the settlement of Cappadocia and Commagene that Germanicus had ordered. Shortly after this episode, Germanicus fell 
severely ill and died at Antioch. Suspicion immediately fell on Piso, and it was thought that he had poisoned Germanicus at the instigation of 
Tiberius who was suspicious of Germanicus' popularity. The truth was never discovered, however, as Piso reportedly took his own life during 
the course of his trial (Tacitus believed Tiberius may have had him murdered before he could implicate the emperor in Germanicus' death).

This interesting Civil War type was struck for Vitellius, perhaps by his commander Fabius Valens, in southern Gaul shortly before the First Bat- 
tle of Bedriacum, which saw the annihilation of Otho' s forces in mid-April, AD 69. The figure of Jupiter Optimus Maximus Capitolinus invokes 
the invincible might of Rome, while the figure of Vesta, who was the goddess of the Rome' s sacred hearth, symbolizes the Empire' s perma- 
nence. Coincidentally, the only priestly college in Rome with full-time acolytes was the order of Vestal Virgins, whose duty it was to keep 
Vesta' s flame continuously alight. 


Although all Civil War coinage of AD 68-69 is rare today, it was originally struck on a vast scale in order to pay for the wartime expenses of 
various imperial contenders during this tumultuous period. The types are all anonymous in that they do not portray any of the figures 
involved, although one issue probably struck under Galba does indeed show the portrait of the deified emperor Augustus.

The reverse recalls the occasion in 28 BC when Augustus dedicated the temple of Apollo on the Palatine. The temple’ s centerpiece was an 
altar with four statues of heifers by the great sculpteor Myron of Eleutherae.

The image of Pegasus on this issue is normally shown standing right, pawing the ground with his foreleg. There is one rare die, however, 
which shows him rearing instead of pawing (see Edston Hoard 91, CHRB 10, pl. 17). There are many reasons why horses paw at the ground, 
and most equine behaviorists will say the animal is either nervous or irritated. However, when the head is held in a high position, it usually 
means that the animal is establishing dominance. Of course, the animal on this coin is not a horse but a pegasus; it seems the engraver was 
attempting to convey the same idea, though.

Rome in the second century AD was inhabited by more than a million people, a population which no city surpassed until the industrial age a 
millennium and a half later. To accommodate the needs of such a huge population, the small port at Ostia located at the mouth of the Tiber 
River fourteen miles distant from the city was greatly expanded during the reigns of Claudius and Nero. Goods off-loaded at Ostia were either 
transferred to barges that then went up the Tiber or were carried overland on carts and pack animals to the capital city. 


Due to its unfortunate geography, the harbor at Ostia was prone to silting and had to frequently be dredged. The emperor Trajan, wishing to 
expand the facilities and also to help obviate the problem of the silting, ordered the construction of a new, hexagonal harbor further inland 
behind the original Claudian port, which he finished in AD 113. It is this port, the Portum Traiani, that is the subject of the reverse of this elu- 
sive sestertius. The remains of part of the docks as well as the canal that linked Trajanís port with the Tiber can still be seen today.

The client kingdom of Armenia served as a strategic buffer state 
between Rome' s wealthy eastern provinces and the vast king- 
dom of the Parthians to the east. Every couple of generations 
throughout Roman history, the Parthians either invaded Arme- 
nia or installed a client king of their own choosing on its throne, 
which always prompted a strong response from Rome. In AD 
114 during the latter part of Trajan' s reign, the Parthians 
installed their own client king in Armenia. This upset the bal- 
ance of power that had existed since the conquests of the 
Roman general Corbulo during Nero' s reign. With the region 
thus destabilized, Trajan intervened militarily, restoring the 
kingdom as a Roman client state the following year. He then 
continued on into Parthian territory, even capturing and sacking 
the Parthian capital of Ctesiphon in 116. The reverse of this coin 
commemorates these conquests, and shows the emperor in mil- 
itary pose standing amongst the defeated figures of Mesopota- 
mia and the Euphrates and Tigris rivers.

Overlooking the BM specimen, Mattingly and Sydenham omitted this type when compiling RIC II, which was published in 1926. Four speci- 
mens were amongst the coins in the massive 1929 Réka-Devnia Hoard, and perhaps it is for this reason that it was ' rediscovered' by both 
Strack in his study of Hadrian (1933) and Mattingly in BMC (1936).

The Romans' first experience with elephants was during the Pyrrhic Wars (280-275 BC) against the combined forces of Tarentum and those of 
Pyrrhus of Epirus. Other than the initial shock and confusion elephants caused to the opposing forces experiencing them for the first time during 
battle, their military value was largely negligent. In fact, according to numerous ancient sources, they often proved dangerous to the side having 
them; elephants could be turned by archers and peltasts, as once feeling the sting of dozens of arrows and sling bullets the animals would turn 
and run amok, rampaging through their own lines causing more harm to their own troops than they ever did to the enemy. This coin whose 
reverse depicts an armored elephant majestically marching in procession commemorates the benevolence of the emperor, whose role as provider 
of public spectacles (munera) is captured by the reverse legend, MVNIFICENTIA AVG. While the year this coin was struck, AD 148-149, could 
have been celebrated as a Roman centenary in which the primary events would have been the centennial games, or /udes saeculares, it seems 
that Pius did not host them. Instead, he celebrated his decennalia, his tenth year anniversary on the throne. Presumably, the armored elephant 
depicted here formed part of the military parade through the streets of Rome that would have occurred during Pius' decannalian celebrations.

After the death of the Gordiani, The Senate nominated two of their own, Balbinus and Pupienus, as joint emperors to oppose Maximinus I 
who was then quickly marching towards Italy at the head of his legions from the Balkans. Pupienus had risen through the ranks of the military 
before becoming a senator and was thus the natural choice to lead the defense in northern Italy, while Balbinus stayed behind in Rome to 
shore up support there. When Maximinus' troops arrived before Aquileia, lack of provisions caused them to munity. They murdered the 
emperor and his son and paraded their disembodied heads on lances which they carried to Rome. 


Although Maximinus was now out of the way, the city of Rome remained in a state of turnoil. The joint emperors, being wealthy patricians, 
were not well like by the inhabitiants who forced the Senate to nominade as Caesar the grandson and nephew of the Gordiani, Gordian III. 
Despite this attempt at appeasement, the people were in open revolt. Fire had been set to Rome, causing much devastation and making 
many homeless. To make matters worse, the co-emperors were mutually suspicious of one another. In the ensuing disorder, the Praetorian 
Guard broke into the place and murdered both emperors, elevating the young Gordian III as the new emperor.

Facing imperial portraits rarely occur on Roman coins until the reign of Constantius II, when that emperor employed it as his standard type for 
his eastern mint solidi. Until then, however, there are only few instances of its use until the early third centuy A.D., when Maxentius used his 
facing portrait on some gold aurei struck ca. 310-312. In 316 Constantine the Great followed in Maxentius' s numismatic footsteps on an issue 
of very rare solidi, although the representation of the emperor there is quite different from the earlier instance. The facing gold coins of the 
Licinius, of which there is a companion issue struck in the name of his son, Licinius II, were made only a half decade after Constantine' s use 
of the type, and as we might expect, appear to be inspired by one or both of these earlier issues. They were struck specifically to commemo- 
rate Licinius' s taking of the imperial vows - offering his thanks for a decade of accomplishments and his aspirations for a further decade of 
enlightened rule - which is signified by the inscription SIC X SIC XX on the front of the dais upon which Jupiter sits on the reverse of this coin. 


A further point of interest with this coin is Licinius' s use of Jupiter on the reverse, which copies the great gold and ivory statue by Phidias that 
stood within the god' s most important sanctuary at Olympia. By this time Constantine strongly favored Christianity, and the Edict of Milan 
which he and Licinius jointly proclaimed in 313 granted religious toleration for Christianity throughout the entire Roman Empire. Licinius was 
not a Christian, however, and his agreeing to the joint proclamation was probably merely to appease Constantine by giving the appearance of 
unity. Thus, Licinius' s decision to use Jupiter to commemorate such a momentous occasion as his decennalian vows speaks volumes to the 
uneasy state of affairs that existed between the co-emperors at this time.

Henry VI was also the (disputed) King of France 1422- 
1453, and consequently, gold (and silver) coins were made 
at the Calais mint as well as the English mints of London 
and York. 


HENRY V GOLD NOBLE 


The only child of Henry V, Henry VI succeeded to the 
English throne at the age of 9 months upon his father' s 
death. He inherited a restless kingdom and a long-running 
conflict (The Hundred Years' War) with France. 


Henry was not suited to the task of governing mediaeval 
England. Eventually, as the war with France began to fail he 
experienced a mental breakdown. Civil war broke out in 
1460, leading to the prolonged War of the Roses. He lost 
the throne in 1461 only to be restored in 1470. He died 
aged 49 on 21st May 1471 after being toppled by Edward 
IV, and was probably murdered on Edward' s instructions.

* Persons of royal blood were thought to have a ' God given' 
power of healing various illnesses by touch, and the gold Angel 
coins which were first struck in Britain in 1465 are found offi- 
cially pierced, to be used as touch pieces by the monarch. 


The Angel was a coin favoured at the ' Touching' ceremonies 
because it has an image of St Michael slaying the Devil (repre- 
sented as a dragon). St Michael was especially venerated for his 
role as a captain of the heavenly host that drove Satan out of 
Heaven, but he was associated with the (broader) practice of 
casting out of devils, and was also regarded as a guardian of 
the sick. 


Henry VII codified past practices into a ' Divine Service' thereby 
creating a Touching Ceremony which lasted, barely changed, for 
160 years. To replace the alms which were previously given to 
the sick there was now a gold coin or healing-piece. To an 
extent the pierced Angel coin assumed magical powers. His suc- 
cessor, Henry VIII was regarded as the author of the debase- 
ment of England' s gold and silver coinage, but it is interesting 
to note that although Henry debased the coinage by reducing 
its weight, he kept the weight of the Angel consistent.

*This coin was struck in the period 1580-1581 when the 
Queen began to feel threatened by the forces of Catholi- 
cism. Consequently, from the early 1580s, the previously 
lax enforcement of anti-Catholic laws became stricter and 
people were persecuted and executed for their faith. 


Some of the priests who had been smuggled into England 
and caught, rightly claimed that their mission was solely to 
minister to fellow Catholic souls and went to their deaths 
proclaiming their loyalty to God and the Queen. But many 
priests were in fact plotting against her and Elizabeth also 
rightly claimed that for her the question was not about reli- 
gion but the stability of the kingdom. To put things in per- 
spective, in the 45 years of her reign three hundred 
Catholic martyrs died for their faith, but her sister (' 
Bloody') Mary had killed the same number of Protestant 
martyrs in a six year reign! 


A few years later in 1587 the woman who was the constant 
focus of plots against Elizabeth, Mary Queen of Scots, was 
executed, and in 1588 Philip of Spain launched his ill-fated 
Armada against England. The Armada failed, and a certain 
stability returned to England.

* This coin was made in the period 1618-1619, and in 1619 the Unite was replaced by a new lighter 20 shilling gold coin - the Laurel. 


James I had been King of Scotland since July 1567 (when he was 11 months old) and King of England from 1603. Indeed, he could not 
remember a time when he was not King! It is hardly surprising therefore that he had a high opinion of himself. 


James said of the monarchy: ' The state of monarchy is the supremest thing upon earth, for kings are not only God' s lieutenants on earth and 
sit upon God' s throne, but even by God himself they are called gods. ...1 conclude then this point touching the power of kings with this axiom 
of divinity, that as to dispute what God may do is blasphemy...so it is sedition in subjects to dispute what a king may do in the height of his 
power.' These comments serve to explain how James and his son Charles I could never see beyond the ' Divine Rights' of the monarch, and 
demonstrate how the confrontation with the forces of parliament became almost inevitable.

*This Laurel of 20 shillings was produced within a year or 
two of the end of James's reign, in the period 1623-1624. 
James died in March 1625, sadly, a prematurely senile fig- 
ure at the age of 59, and was succeeded by his son Charles 
I. James was not a popular or beloved King of England, nor 
was he a popular King of Scotland, though overall he did 
succeed better in his northern realm. For some Scots he 
was the great betrayer who sold their birthright to the 
English. For others, who did not object to the union of the 
two crowns, his betrayal lay in settling in London rather 
than Edinburgh, and thereby reinforcing the eminence of 
the English capital and English domination. 


But generally it was agreed that this unlikely monarch had 
succeeded where his more illustrious forebears - and 
English cousins - had failed. If he was not in fact the King 
of Great Britain, he had peacefully united the 2 crowns into 
a dual monarchy.

The Charles I Triple Unite is probably England' s most impressive denomination, and one of the nation' s most important and historically sig- 
nificant numismatic rarities. It is estimated that there are only around 225 Triple Unites in existence, and this relatively small figure includes 
several different types and varieties. This piece is remarkable because it is a rarer type than is normally encountered, but has none of the 
double-striking associated with the variety. This coin does however have the same small irregular raised marks (die ' pimples") in the obverse 
field in front of the King' s face as the J.Pitman/Samuel King, Schneider and Millennia Collection specimens, which demonstrates that very few 
coins of this type were made. NGC graded AU-50. 


*Charles made his headquarters in the city of Oxford late in 1642 at the height of the English Civil War and produced his coinage there. After 
the king' s final break with Parliament, the parliamentary authorities, still using the king' s name and effigy, continued to manufacture coins in 
London. This only ended after the king' s execution in early 1649. 


Lamenting the fate of Charles I one scholar expressed surprise that ' so good a man should be so bad a king.' Despite the magnificence of 
much of Charles' s coinage the king was not over-endowed with money. For a long time the welfare of England and the raising of money by 
taxation had depended on some sort of balance being maintained between monarch and Parliament, something that neither James I nor his 
son Charles ever began to understand. 


Charles lectured the first assembly that lack of funds forced him to call in 1625, ' Remember that Parliaments are altogether in my own power 
for their calling, sitting and dissolution.' He was technically right, but his lack of tact and his arrogance sadly set the tone for the rest of his 
reign. This led to the ultimate confrontation with Parliament and eventually cost him his throne and his life.

There is tiny piece of raised excess metal in the reverse design above the ' O' of PROT. This is exactly the same as on the reverse of the Her- 
bert Schneider Collection specimen (plate 24, No. 295) and shows that both coins were struck from the same reverse die. This is a handsome 
specimen with practically no sign of wear and approaching mint state. PCGS graded Genuine About Uncirculated, Details (Cleaned). 


As well as being the largest denomination ever produced in England at the time, the Triple Unite was also the most impressive. With a value 
of 3 pounds or sixty shillings, it was probably not expected to circulate extensively. Nevertheless, these rare coins now appear in various 
grades from fine to mint state. This is one of the higher grade specimens extant, and will likely form the centrepiece of a high quality British 
coin collection. 


Charles I moved his Mint to Oxford soon after the English Civil War began, and the Triple Unite was probably quickly produced as something 
of a propaganda coin. 


Scotland' s victory over England in the Second Bishops' War left King Charles very short of cash, and from 1640 he tried to cajole Parliament 
into granting further revenue. He refused to allow Parliament' s militia bill to pass into law, however, as this would have conceded his control 
of the army and navy. 


In January 1642 Charles tried to arrest the 5 Members of Parliament whom he regarded as his leading opponents, but there were riots and 
armed opposition, and the King was forced to flee London, eventually settling in Oxford. The Civil War began in August 1642. The Royalists 
occupied Oxford and several University buildings were taken over by the King, his court and military chiefs. The King stayed at Christ Church 
Hall, and the Privy Council met at Oriel College. All Souls College became an aresnal and New College became a gunpowder store. The Mint 
was set up in New Inn Hall. 


As the English Civil War continued, Charles I tried to undermine Parliament' s power and authority by establishing an alternative parliament in 
Oxford, but this was never a success. 


In March 1644 the Oxford Parliament tried to begin peace negotiations, but this failed because the Westminster Parliament refused to recog- 
nise its legitimacy. Relations between the Oxford Parliament and the King were strained, Charles ordered the arrest of Lords Percy, Andover 
and Sussex, in a display of anger after further calls for peace talks. Charles adjourned the Oxford Parliament in March 1645, describing it as ' 
our mongrel parliament' in a letter to his wife. It was scheduled to meet again in October 1645, but by then Charles had lost the war. 


Meanwhile, the Parliamentarians had divided into the ' Presbyterians' who wanted to negotiate with Charles, and the ' Independents' who 
wanted to defeat him totally. In 1645 the Independent faction began an overhaul of the armed forces and the efficient ' New Model Army' 
decisively beat the Royalists. King Charles eventually surrendered to the Scots rather than to Parliament, but his fate was sealed.

When Prince Charles landed at Dover on May 25, 1660, he knelt down and kissed the English soil. It was far more than a merely symbolic 
gesture. It was a singular event in English history, the moment that set in motion the restoration of the monarchy throughout the land. A 
month before, Parliament had resolved to proclaim him King Charles II so long as he adhered to the Declaration of Breda pardoning many 
of his father' s enemies and relinquishing the historical, absolute powers of the monarchy. He arrived in London four days later, on his 30th 
birthday. 


There was a great deal to forgive. When he was 18 years old, his father had been beheaded for "treason" in the winter of 1649. He was 
the only surviving son of his parents, natural heir to the Court of St. James. That right evaporated upon his father' s execution. As a teen- 
ager, he had accompanied his father during the late campaigns of the Civil War, and had witnessed the end coming. Charles and his 
mother, Queen Henrietta Maria, had been exiled in 1646 to France and protected by his first cousin, King Louis XIV, during the final years 
of the war, and all during the Commonwealth and then the disastrous reign of Oliver Cromwell. When Cromwell died, his son, Richard, had 
shown himself to be feckless. The nation stood in ruins. Cromwell had crushed royalist supporters but Charles II pardoned many who had 
ransacked the country, only taking revenge on a few dozen of Cromwell' s most offensive military and legal supporters. 


Charles II was the first of a new breed of monarchs, and much of his passion was devoted to the arts despite the catastrophes of the first 
years of his reign, including the plague and the Great Fire of London, as well as external wars. He began building what eventually became 
the royal art collection of paintings, and he was a magnanimous patron of the flourishing sciences as well as of architects such as Christo- 
pher Wren. He took a particular personal interest in sculpture and in the engraving arts as well, to which the superb artistry of his wonder- 
ful pattern attests, for it was a departure from the medieval style of engraving that had been stereotyped in its lifeless style and flat 
imagery. Here, instead, we see a lifelike image of the king replete with touching details shown in considerable relief and with artistic flair. 


The fabulous work of engraving art seen in this lot, struck only as a pattern, was largely responsible for the introduction of the "milled," or 
machine-made, coinage as ordered by the King in Council on May 17, 1661, shortly after this piece was created. As the king is known to 
have taken a personal interest in his effigy, he may well have inspected this very coin, and it is known from contemporary sources that 
using Simon' s superbly engraved dies to make the hammered coins drew considerable dismay from the mint itself: hammering the dies 
could not bring up the details that distinguished the die-work. It is plausible that this pattern stood as proof that hammering was obsolete 
as a minting technique. 


The short-lived milled coinage using Simon' s effigy of Oliver Cromwell and his shield, and struck by Blondeau, ended in August 1660 with 
removal from the mint of the milled machinery, no doubt partially as a result of jealousy by mint employees fearful of losing their positions 
as hammered workmen but also in response to the use of that machinery during the hated reign of Cromwell. Cromwell' s coins, however, 
showed that the hammering technique was old fashioned and unable to forestall counterfeiting and the illegal shaving of metal from the 
uneven edges. A sea-change was in the works.

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Thomas Simon, born circa 1623, was one of the sons of Peter Simon of Guernsey, whose older brother, Abraham, was also a medallist. He 
first came to the attention of Nicholas Briot about 1635 and was engaged as an apprentice at the Royal Mint, his first work being the "Scottish 
Rebellion" medal of 1639. As was the rule of the day, he also worked as a gem-engraver. His talents caused him to be appointed joint- 
engraver to the mint in 1645, just as the Civil War was changing England' s greatest traditions. In 1648, he was authorized to engrave the 
Great Seal of the Commonwealth, and then in 1651 he engraved the new Great Seal of England, showing not a king’ s image but instead an 
intricately detailed map of England and Ireland on its obverse and, opposite it, a portrayal of Parliament assembled without a monarch. The 
surrounding legend on this piece proclaimed "1651 IN THE THIRD YEARE OF FREEDOME BY GODS BLESSING RESTORED." This sentiment 
surely enraged royalists, but in fact Thomas Simon only did as he was ordered, as an employee of the mint. During the Commonwealth, he 
mostly engraved seals and medals, and was politically neutral. 


Simon came to Cromwell' s attention immediately after the defeat of the Scots at the Battle of Dunbar (September 3, 1650), a great victory 
for the Commonwealth army. Simon' s talent caused him to be ordered to make effigies of General Cromwell, to be used to strike gold and sil- 
ver medals as awards to officers and soldiers who took part in the battle. This work was so well received that Simon was next selected to 
engrave dies for Cromwell' s coins, struck from 1656 to 1658, the pieces that were so stunning compared to the coins made by hammer. One 
feature of Cromwell' s coins that had never appeared before on any English coin was the cameo effect created by the frosted texture given to 
the portrait, and importantly this appears on our gold pattern of 1660 as well. Forrer' s Biographical Dictionary of Medallists (volume 5, page 
521) quotes an earlier source, Lee' s Dictionary of National Biography, which stated that "The frosting observable on these coins appears to 
have been introduced by Simon." 


But Simon' s immense talent would not serve him ably enough during the Restoration. Thomas Rawlins was reinstated as chief engraver at 
the mint. In June 1660 he was ordered to prepare a new portrait of the king, but failed to do so on time, and Simon was given the assignment 
on August 10 of that year. His portrait was highly regarded but the hammering technique failed to produce coins that met with the mint' s 
approval. His work, however, was so well appreciated that he was given the job of engraving dies for all the new milled coinage. Then came 
the fateful contest between him and John Roettier, of Flanders, in February 1662. Simon produced the magnificent and now famous Petition 
Crown, with its stunning royal image and the spectacular edge engraving that petitioned King Charles II to select Simon' s work for the royal 
coinage. Perhaps remembering Simon' s medal of 1651, the king himself decided in favor of Roettier, effectively ending Simon' s employment 
at the Royal Mint. He died of the plague in June 1665. 


Numismatics is an intriguing science, however, and research provides another explanation for Simon' s demise. Challis responded to the tradi- 
tional view that the king' s bias caused Simon' s talents to be rejected. A New History of the Royal Mint (pages 349-350) discusses the quality 
of the puncheons and other minting tools used to produce coins. Challis notes that while Simon' s dies were splendid he "had demonstrated 
his inability to produce dies which would withstand the press" with its intense pressure, and in particular this was seen in puncheons that he 
produced for the Goldsmiths' Company of London, which annually contracted with him to make a set of three puncheons showing the com- 
pany' s mark, which included a facing leopard' s head. In the early 1660s, Challis continues, "Simon' s puncheons simply would not withstand 
normal use." In the end, it was all about economy. Simon blamed the rejection on the poor quality of the silver to which his puncheons were 
applied by the company, but "the real trouble lay in the inadequacy of the metal from which they were made." And here is the conclusion: "If 
such an explanation is correct it seems likely that it contains the key to why Simon, regarded by many from his own day to this as one of the 
finest engravers the Mint has ever had, lost out in the competition with the Roettiers. It was not that Simon was hopelessly disadvantaged at 
Court by his having willingly served the Protectorate. Rather it was that he could not match the Roettiers in being able to produce dies which, 
day in day out, would withstand machine production." 


To our knowledge, it has not been pointed out before that, on this magnificent pattern, a work of art struck in gold, Thomas Simon placed the 
Goldsmiths' Company' s mark, the face of a leopard, at the base of the king' s throat, peering at the world in a silent petition to "remember 
me" centuries after King Charles and all his contemporaries perished - perhaps another artistic way of saying Magnalia Dei!

The reign of Vima Kadphises saw the expansion of Kushan power throughout much of Central Asia and India, occupying the central region of 
the Silk Road between China and the West. The wealth acquired from this pivotal position along this major trade route allowed the Kushans 
to strike the first Indian gold coins, and Vima Kadphises introduced three gold denominations: the double dinar, the dinar, and a quarter dinar. 
The double dinars are all very rare, which suggests that they were used for ceremonial purposes more so than functioning in international 
trade.

In her last years, unlike other relatively long-lived monarchs Elizabeth did not lose her grip. In a speech to her subjects Elizabeth said: ' 
Though God has raised me high, yet this I account the glory of my crown, that I have reigned with your loves...And though you have had, and 
may have, many mightier and wiser princes, yet you never had, nor shall have any that will love you better.' 


It is difficult to deny Elizabeth' s greatness. By her genius she left the poor exhausted country she inherited, if not the richest, one of most 
powerful in Europe, and imbued with an exuberant self-confidence. Perhaps the last word on Elizabeth should go to her bitter enemy the Pope 
who in the year of the Amada said, ' She is a great woman,' though he added the rider ' and were she only a Catholic she would be without 
match.'.

* After the Battle of Edgehill in October 1642, the King found that his path to London was blocked by the forces of Parliament, and as London 
was now the stronghold of the Puritan party, he had to choose an alternative (Royalist) capital city. Charles quickly took the remains of his 
army and his sons (Charles and James) together with the Princes Rupert and Maurice into Oxford. 


In many respects Oxford was not an ideal base, and the city was far from the coast, which made it difficult to import vital supplies from con- 
tinental Europe. 


Having made his headquarters at Oxford, however, Charles I set up a mint by proclamation there. Numerous carts arrived from Shrewsbury 
in early January 1643 bringing into the city the mint workers and the necessary coining plant and apparatus. At a similar time minting equip- 
ment and workers arrived in Oxford from York, and eventually such remarkable names as Thomas Rawlins, Nicholas Briot and Nicholas Bur- 
ghers were working together in Oxford, to produce the King' s coins. This exceptional Oxford mint Crown piece was made as a result of the 
King' s determination to continue his numismatic tradition despite his hitherto unprecedented circumstances.

*After the execution of Charles I in early 1649 there fol- 
lowed ' The Commonwealth of England'. Eventually, in 
December 1653, Oliver Cromwell established the ' Protec- 
torate', and in 1655 work on the production of coins featur- 
ing Cromwell' s portrait was authorised. It is often said that 
these coins were patterns or prototypes, but we have no 
reason to believe that these pieces were not intended for 
circulation. The coins were made by machines, of a high 
quality, and produced by Thomas Simon! s dies, in the coin- 
ing presses of Pierre Blondeau. 


Cromwell died in September 1658 and was succeeded (as 
Lord Protector) by his son Richard Cromwell. Richard was 
ill-suited to the task of governing England and soon disap- 
peared from public life. There were no coins struck for 
Richard, and relatively few for his father. The Cromwellian 
portrait coins are among the most avidly collected items in 
the British numismatic series.

* Peck points out that the dies were made by John Roettier. The 
figure of Britannia was one of her first appearances on post-

in this instance may have been modelled on Frances Stewart, 
later Duchess of Richmond.

There was a Decimal Currency Board set up, with Chairman Lord Fiske supervising the changeover, and the conversion to decimal currency - prob- 
ably the greatest coinage change ever experienced in the United Kingdom - continued gradually over the next three years. Only the 10 Pence, 5 
Pence, 2 pence, 1 Penny and 1⁄2 Penny were available in 1968, as the 50 Pence coin (to replace the 10 Shilling banknote) was not introduced until 
the following year. 


The obverse of the new coins featured a portrait of Queen Elizabeth II by Arnold Machin and the reverse designs were by Christopher Ironside. 


Before the large numbers of 5-coin wallet sets of coins were produced, the Royal Mint made a few (possibly only 3 or 4) official sets of trial coins, 
which replicated the size, weight and metal of the planned currency coins, but had the numerals 10, 5, 2, 1 and 1⁄2 in the place of the Queen's 
portrait, to represent the new denominations. These pieces have the correct milled/reeded edges on the nickel pieces and plain edges on the 
bronze. The 3 larger pieces have the Royal Mint logo on the reverse.
